FEDERATION 
DEMONSTRATION 


Montana  State  Library  Commission  announces  a  statewide  demonstration  pro- 
gram of  library  service  to  all  public  libraries  not  now  participating  in 
federations.  The  demonstration,  beginning  January,  1976,  is  funded  through 

$189,394  of  Title  I,  Library  Services  and  Construction  Act  funds.  These  federal  funds  are 

granted  to  Montana  State  Library  to  promote  library  development.

The  headquarters  libraries  will  provide  a  liaison  librarian  who  will  supervise  the  services 
and  serve  as  a  link  between  the  headquarters  library  and  the  local  libraries. 

This  demonstration  service  replaces  the  interlibrary  loan  and  reference  services  formerly 
available  from  Montana  State  Library.

LIBRARY         fications   for  the  restoration  project  require  that  the  original   conformation 
of  the  Library  be  retained. 

The  Library,   a  gift  to  the  people  of  Anaconda  from  Mrs.    Phoebe  Hearst,  mother  of  William 
Randolf  Hearst,  was   formally  dedicated  on  June  11,   1898. 

Funding  for  the  restoration  project  will   come  from  the  National    Park  Service,  the  Community 
Development  Agency  and  the  City  of  Anaconda. 
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POST-SECONDARY    The  draft  report  of  the  Montana  Commission  on  Post-Secondary  Education 
EDUCATION       is  available  on  request  from  Montana  State  Library.  The  Commission, 
appointed  by  Governor  Thomas  L.  Judge,  began  the  study  in  July,  1973. 
The  1973  Legislature  mandated  that  the  Commission  give  specific  attention  to  inventories 
of  post-secondary  educational  resources,  accountability,  planning  and  coordination,  and 
access  for  all  persons  who  desire  and  can  benefit  from  post-secondary  education.
